HARASSED LEADERS 


Nationalists 
for Inciting Riot at 


Tipperary. 


The Defendants to Appeal to the 
High Court of Justice. 


Dillon gnd O’ Brien Determined to Get Mag- 
istrate Shannon Ont of the Case—A 
French Ceunt Disgraced—The indian 
Congress — Castioni Confesses — Threat- 
ened Industrial Crisis in Scoetiand—Im- 
pertant Interview With Premier Crispi—

Foreign News. 


DuBLIn, Sept. 29.—The eyes of all National- 
ists continue to be fastened upon the court at 
Tipperary where Messrs. Dillon, O’Brian and 
their fellow-prisoners are undergoing trial on 
the charge of conspiring to prevent payment 
ofrentto Mr. Smith-Barry, landlord of Tip- 
perary. The peremptory refusal of the court 
on Saturday to receive the afildavit of the de- 
fendants objecting to Magistrate Shannon’s 
sitting inthe case on the ground that he 
would be biased, was considered by the 
Nationalists as a further indication that a fair 
hearing could hardly be expected before the 
court as at present constituted. They think 
thatthe affidavit was entitled to respectful 
consideration instead of being denounced by 
the Crown prosecutor as an ‘‘infamons libel’’ 
on Mr. Shannon, and by the latter as ‘‘an at- 
tempt to make scandal of justice.’’ The de- 
fendants assert that they acted in entire good 
faith in presenting the affidavit. 

THE DEFENDANTS’ RIGHTS. 

They bold they wereentirely within their 
right in protesting against being tried before 
a magistrate whose fairness and impartiality 
they bad abundant reasonto doubt. The de- 
fendants and their friends were in consulta- 
tion again ye#tereay in regard to the compo- 
sition of the’ court. All the grounds of 
objection to Magistrate Skaunon were again 
discussed, and the opinion was reached that 
his sitting in the case was too serious a 
matter to be tolerated if it conld possibly be 
prevented. It was decided therefore to make 
one more effort to get Shannon out ofthe 
case and a plan of procedure was formulated. 

APPEAL TO THE HIGH COURT. 

At the resumption of the trial this morning 
Timothy Healy arose and addressed the court 
on behaf oftte defendants. He referred to 
the refusal of the magistrates to consider the 
propriety of Mr. Shannon’s withdrawing from 
the case, and announced thatin view of this 
the defendants feit themselves constrained to 
refer the question to the High Court of Justice 
at Dublin. The defendants, he said, would 
apply tothat court to-morrow for a writ to 
rrohibitthe present magistrates from pro- 
ceeding with the conspiracy cases, on the 
ground of bias against the defendants. The 
counsel forthe Crown, Mr. Healy continued, 
ought nowto decide as tothe wisdom and 
propriety of going on with the hearing pend- 
ing this application to the High Court. 


THE FIGHT LAST THURSDAY. 

It ig likely that the lasthas not been heard 
of the collision between the police and the 
people in front of the Court-house at Tuip- 
perary last Thursday. It is reported this 
morning that the Government intends to 
prosecute many of the persons who were 
present in the crowd for inciting a riot. Mr. 
Harrison, Member of Parliament for the 
Middle Division of Tipperary, who received a 
severe blow over tbe head from a policeman’s 
club, is mentioned among those likely to be 
prosecuted. Col Caddell, the presiding 
magistrate at the Tipperary hearing, asserts 
that John Morley appealed to him to exclude 
the crowd from the Court- house. 


A French Count Disgraced. 
QUEBEC, Sept. 29.—Compte de Louvre, a 
member of one of the oldest families of 
France, has been almost publicly disgraced 


by the Frencb Government forembezzling and | 


general bad conduct. While the position of 
Coneul-General here was vacant Compte de 
Louvre, who was Chanceller of the Consulate, 
filled the duties of that position temporarily, 
and all the money of the vice-consulates had 
to pass through his hands. How it leaked 
out no one Knows, but it began to 
be whispered about that there were grave ir- 
regularities in the finances of the institution, 
and when the Secretary of the Legation at 
Washington was appointed Consul General 
an investigation was made, the result of 
which was kept secret. In the meantime the 
Chancellor, who had become addicted to 
liguor and whose general bad conduct was 
openly talked about, was socially ostracised 
and his recall was confidently expected. What 
then was the surprise of Quebec society when 
it became known that the French Government 
had adopted afar harsher course and sum- 
marily diemissed him, centrary to the usual 
custom, thus making his disgrace a matter of 
public notoriety. 


Insulted by a Boulangist. 


PARIs, Sept. 22.—M. Yves Guyot, Minister of 
Public Works, in a speech at the opening ofa 
new bridge over the Seine at Conflans Sointe- 
Honorine, expressed regret that notwith- 
standing the recent Boulangist revelations, 
there still existed in France persons who 
were ready to support a flag other than that 
ot the repubilc. Hearing some murmurs of 
disapproval in the crowd, M. Guyot added: 
**accomplices of the aspirant to the throne of 
Cesar have no business here. The best cours¢ 
his dupes can take istoallow themselves to 
be buried in obifvion. The ceremony was 
over and M. Guyot was about to depart, when 
a Boulangist rushed toward the Minister, 
using insulting words and threatening to 
strike him. The man was promptly arrested. 


Interview With Premier Crisp). 


Paris, Sept. 2.—The Figaro publishes an 
interview with Signor Crispi, the Italian 
Prime Minister, in which he denounces the 
attitude of France toward Italy and instances 
the annexation of Tunis, in spite of her prom- 
ises to the contrary, as a breach of good faith 
on the part of France. This action, he de- 
clared, wasastab at the heartofitaly. de 
defended the alliance between Germany, 
Austria and Italy, negotiations for the re- 
newal of which, he said, are still pending. 
There is no danger of a war unless it is sought

The Lord Mayor’s Book. 


Lonpon, Sept. 29.—The Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don intends publishing a volume upon his 
year in office. A great many years ago this 
was done fora retiring Lord Mayor under the 
title of the ‘‘Splendid Annual.’’ The corpo- 
ration accounts just published include a pay- 
ment of £250 to the late Lord Mayor fer income 
tax upon the allowance of £10,000. This al- 
lowance !s the largest single item in the an- 
nual accounts, The Lord Mayor’s establish- 
ment is well paid and the sword-bearer, a 
functionary who precedes the Lord Mayor on 
all state occasions, has a salary of £450, Sir 
Henry Isaacs’ successor will be chosen on 
Monday, according to the practice in the city 
of London. The new Lord Mayor will be Mr. 
Joseph Savory, head of the well-Known firm 
of silversmiths ia Cornhill. 


The Chinese Fleet. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—A dispatch from Shang- 
hai says that the Chinese propose sending 
theirmagnificent fleet, now under the com- 
mand of Chinese naval officers, on & Voyage 
across the Pacific, to prove to the world 
China’s ability to handie a fleet in the open 
sea. Heretofore the Ohinese war-ships have 
been content to cruise along the coasts and 
islands, with an occasional venture into the 
Pacific or the Indian Ocean. 


Castioni Confesses. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—The Swiss Federal Coun- 
cil has received a letter from the refugee, 
Castion!, in Eagland, confessing that he 
Killed Councillor Rossi during the Ticino 
revolt attempting the justify his action. 
The Council will probably ask for Castioni’s 
extradition, on the ground that the crime was 
an ordinary murder and not a political 
offense. 


Rev. Dr. Parker’s Annouscement, 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—Rev. Dr. Parker, in an- 
nouncing the redemption of the City Temple 
from debt, declared yesterday that he con- 
sidered the Church of England supreme in all 
kinds of ability in making non-conformity 
difficult. He hoped to do his share in arous- 
ing the people against such devices, 


The French Miners, 


PaRis, Sept. 29.—The delegates to the 
Miners’ Federation of the Department of 
Loire, in session at St. Etienne, have decided 
to inaugurate a general strike on Oct. 5, if the 
men who were dismissed for taking part in 
the June strike are not reinstated. 


The Indian Congress. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—It bas been practically 
decided toinvite Mr. Herbert Gladstone to 
become the President of the Indian Nationa! 
Congress which meets this year in Calcutta. 
Should he decline, Pundit Ajudhya Nath, a 
native of India, will probably be selected. 


Threatened Industrial WUrisis in Scotland. 


LONDOnN, Sept.27. The Morning Post declares 
that Scotland is threatened with one of the 
industrial crisisin her history, in 
the shape of a general strike in the ship- 
building trade. The penalty for such folly 
will be heavy on both sides.

WOODSTOCK, Ontario, Sept. 29.—The tron 
deor of Birchall’s cell remained closed all 
day yesterday, save fora few minutes in the 
early part ofthe afternoon, when he was 
allowed to stretch his limbs in the little re- 
ception room. The day was a dreary one to 
him, for it was not broken up by the excite- 
ment of a journey te the court and back, and 
the only visitor at the jail was your corre- 
spondent. What passed between him and the 
murderer must remain untold, for one of the 
cast-iron rules of the prison is that 
no person’ shall interview a  pris- 
oner and publish the interview. Is 
can be said, however, that Birchall 
was apparentiy as merry-hbearted a man as 
one would wish tosee. He seems to have uo 
fear of an igneminous fete, and he bears with 
wonderful fortitude the discomforts of prison 
life. The county poor are lodged in this jail 
because there is no alms-house here, and as 
all the paupers are old and not over clean, 
aud as several ofthem are crazy, their com- 
pany is not apt to prove a solace toa troubied 
mind.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE, 


The Fowler Packing-Heuse Biaze—A Dis- 
tillery Burned. 


Om10aGo, Ill., Sept. 29.—Fire destroyed part 
of Fowler Bros.’ packirg-house at the stock 
yards yesterday. The iess is about $700,000. 
The fire started in the packing room or the 


engine room adjoining. Water had little 
effect on the grease soaked floors and the 
heat became so intense the firemen could not 
work near it. In the cooling reom 6,689 hogs 
were hanging. They burned like ell. 

The plant of the firm was insured for $1,500,- 
000, but the principal ioss was on contents of 
the bulidings. 

It was nearly noon to-day when the fire at 
Fowler Bros.’ packing-house was officially 
prosmounced extinguished. .The Fowlers have 
made arrangements to temporarily occupy 
the Allerton slaughter-house. They slaugh- 
ter almost exclusively for the English mar- 
ket, and the throwing on the market here of 
hoge which would have gone to them had they 
been working caused a ed of 10 to 20 cents 
per 100 weight in the price of light hogs. 

The aggregate insurance on the Fowler 
Dulidings is $100,000, on contents $561,000. 
Much of the property thus covered is only 
slightly damaged.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 29.—No vote will 
be taken en the tariff bill in the Senate te-day. 
Several Democratic Senators show a disposi- 
tien te make speeches, and as Senator Oar- 
lisle, who is to make the clesing speech for 
the Democratic side, ie not feeling well, it has 
been agreed that the close of the debate shail 
come to-morrow instead ofthis afternoon. 
Mr. Aldrich will ask Mr. Oarlisie to agree to a 
limit of two hours for each side to-morrow, 
the vote to be tahen at about5 o’clock. Mr. 
Aldrich will make: the clesing speech of the 
debate. The Finance Committee feel assured 
that there will be few ifany Republican votes 
against the report. In fact, the enly vote 
which seems at ali sureto be cast against it 
is that of Mr. Paddeck. 


The Wheat Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, DL. C., Sept. 29.—The investi- 
gation ipto certain charges made against the 
official character of Mr. Wheat, the Post- 
master ofthe House of Representatives, was 


continued by the House Committee on Ac- 
counts. Representative Caswell of Wisconsin, 
representing Mr. Wheat, called the attention 
of the committee te the act making appropri- 
ations for the House Post-eftice and contend- 
ed that the phraseology of the act gave tne 
postmaster the absolute right to use 
the whole amount ($5,000) appropriated 
for carrying the maiis. The phraseology 
of the act bad been changed a few vears ago, 
sO that the Postmaster was allowed to use the 
whole sum or ‘‘so much as may be neces- 
sary.’ Representative Spooner, the chair- 
man of the committee, submitted a statement 
made by the Clerk of the House to show that 
the fullsum had been appropriated annually 
since the Forty-third Congress. 

Mr. Daiton, who was Postmuster of the 
House during the Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth Comgresses, was called to the 
witness chair and testified that he 
had not -considered any of the $5,000 
as a perqguisite for granting the contract. 
He bad found that the contract couid not 
be theroughly carried for less than the full 
appropriation, and he had given the contract 
for $5,000 to Mr. Culbertson, who was his 
father-in-law. He had advanced about $1,600 
to Mr. Cuibertson to purchase the horses and 
wagons to carry out the comtract. He had not 
taken any notes vr security for money ad- 
vanced. Mr. Culbertserm had not paid him the 
full amount advanced, but had recently 
deeded him some lots to cover the sum re- 
maining due. Hehad kept no account be- 
tween himself and Dr. Culbertson. In an- 
ewer to questions by Mr. Caswell, the witness 
sald that he had a conversation with Mr. 
Wheat about the time the latter became Post 
master, concerning the contract for carrying 
the malis, and had told the latter how the 
contract had been granted. 

In answerto Mr. Hayes, a member ef the 
committee, Mr. Dalton said that he had not 
told Mr. Wheat at this conversation that he 
could get $150 a month out of the contract. 

Postmaster Wheat asked the witness if he 
had not assured him that Mr. Culbertson 
**could give him $150 a month out of the mail 
contract and it would be all right.’’ 

‘*Never, sir, never,’”’ was the reply. 

Mr. Headley testified that he had been 
swern ip asa messenger in the House post- 
office in March last, buthad never done any 
work there. Mr. Wheat’s son bad come to see 
him and had asked him if he wanted te makea 
few dollars by being sworn in as a messenger 
in the House post-office to serve for a few 
Gays till a man from Dakota could arrive to 
take his piace. The vacancy was caused by 
the discharge ofan employe named Deany. 
Young Wheat agreed to gre him $5 for serv- 
ing forthefew days. e served tor three 
drew about $67 
he turned over to young’ Wheat 
with the exception of Wheat 
had secured him an indersement on an appli- 
cation for aGevernment position as a further 
reward for his services. Walter Wheat had 
come to him again and asked him to represent 
aman named Frank Iiall in the Post-oflice 
and he reed tye do 80. He 
Grew $97 fer representing Hall. He 
asked Waiter Wheat to divide the money, 
but he refused to soand in the presence of 
Postmaster Wheat they had cempromised on 
$10. The postmaster said semething about 
having Mr. Caswell withdraw his endorsement 
if he insisted on having the money divided. 
The witness had been discharged from the 
Post-office, the reason given being thatthe 
propriety of having a substitute in the Post- 
office had been questioned. 

Walter Wheat, the witness said, had prom- 
ised to do his work in the post-office as well 
as he was doing. ; 

W. D. Cattle, a folder in the House folding- 
room, testified that he had been an employe 
in the House Post office. Mr. Culbert- 
son, the mail contractor, had given 
Him a general idea about how the 
mail comtract was carried on and the wit- 
ness had taiked about it. Mr. Wheat had 
sent for him and asked him about the 
stories he had started about the con- 
tract. Mr. Wheat Was very angry 
and wanted to know if the witmess had given 
information about the contract to members of 
Congress and newspaper reporters. The wit- 
ness expected to be discharged at once from 
the Post-office, but this was not done. He was 
two months alter transferred to the folding- 
room. 

In answer to questions by Mr. Enloe, wit- 
ness said thatthe Postmaster was overbear- 
lng to his employes. Since the witness 
had been discharged or transferred 
from the Post-office, a man samed 
Feister had been sworn in in bis place, but he 
believed thatthe man had never worked in 
the office. Mr. Wheat, witness said, had 
made the position of the witness 
very disagreeable and the discharge 
had taken piace during a quarrel 
between them. Duringthe quarrel, the wit- 
mess had calied Mr. Wheat a name ‘‘that was 
not very nice.’’ 

Jesse MeDonald, a messengerinthe House 
Post-officé, gave unimportant testimony. 

Samuel Hosmer, Assistant Postmaster of the 

ouse, testified that he knew Walter 
Wheat was doing the work of two 
men. “The Postmaster, he said, was 
erhaps a little severe on his men,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 29.—The confer- 
reeés on the déficiency appropriation Dill 
came to ap agreement this morning. The bill 
as it passed the Housé appropriated §5, 230, 536. 


The Senate increased this appropriation by 

,644,956, making the ameunt carried by the 
dill as it passed the Senate $7,785,492. Thecon- 
ferrees reduced this amount $1,209,233, leav- 
ing the total as agreed te in conlerengs $6, 666, - 
259. The conferrees reinserted the appre ria- 
tion of $10,000 for completing pubilé bullding 
at Winona, Minn., and agreed tu the item of 
$10,000 for completing building at Texarkana.

giish words 80 us to indicate the country of 
their origin, and unlessso marked, stamped, 
branded or labeled they shall not be admitted 
to entry.’’

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WANT HIGHER WAGES: 


PURPOSE OF REPRESENTATIVE 
MINERS’ VISIT TO ST. LOUIS. 


THE 


A Strike in the Dlinois and Indiana Mines 
Very Probable Unlegs the Men’s Demands 
Are Met—Mr. Patrick McBryde, Senicr 
Member of the Executive Board, Tells of 
the Miners’ Troubles—Manager Simp- 
son’s Views. 


There are prospects of a strike among the 
coal miners in Illinois and Indiana. The 
miners desire an advance of 642 cents per ton 
and apparently are determined to get it even 
if they are compelled te resort to a strike in 
order to obtain that end. 

The difficulty seems to exist wholly with the 
Consolidated Coal Co., which employs about 
seven thousand miners in the sixty-eight 
mines controlled by it. The Wil. 
mington-Vermillion Coal Co., which 
controls the principal northern mines, 
has agreed to the advance asked by the 
miners, but it istacitly understoed thatthe 
carrying out of the agreement rests in 
a measure on the decision of the marn- 
agement of the Consolidated Coal Company. 
In case the latter will not grant the requested 
advance itis probabie that the Wilmington- 
Vermillion companies will decline to carry 
out their agreement. 

CAUSE OF COMPLAINT. 

The mines controlled by the Oonsolidated 
Coal Co. are principally in Illinois and Indl- 
ana. Their product is shipped to 8t. Louis 
and othrr poidts in this district, and in no 
way do they interfere wity or 
effect the Chicago market. which is 
supplied from Northern points to a certain ex- 
tent, but principally from Pennsylvania and 
other Eastern mines. The latter 
are able to compete with the 
mines near Oicago in consequence 
of the high prices maintained, but are unable 
te reach St. Louis because of the lower prices 
as held by the Consolidated Coal Co. The 
rate of pay of the minérs of the latter company 


Is from 10 to 20 cents per day lower than East- 
ern prices and the Brotherhood of United 
Mine Workers of America is now taking active 
steps to have the rate of payraised.. The 
Consolidated Coal Co. has recently issued a 
circular stating that the price of coal wili be 
raised, and in consequence the miners con- 
sider the present an excellent opportunity 
of asking for a raise in wages. 
The Consolidated has a contract with all its 
miners which will last until March 1, 1891. 
They consider that tbis is bind- 
ing with the men, and 

they cannot ask for an 

until the present ayreement expires. The 
miners, however, do notlook upon itin that 
light, as they do not consider the centract 
binding; and in case they consider it advisa- 
ble they will break the contract without hesi- 
tation. 

The increase in wages asked for by the min- 
ers inthe empioy of the Consolidated Coal 
Co. willamount to in the neighborhood of 
$300,000 a year if grarfted. Naturally the com- 
pary does not desire to pay out such an in- 
creased sum if it can be avoided, but the 
mainers just as maturally desire the raise ina 
wages. 

MR. M’BRYDB ARRIVES. 

Mr. Patrick McBryde, senior member of the 
Executive Beard of the United Mine 
Workers of America, arrived in 
St. Louis this morning, accompanied 
by Secretary Huowellse of the Springfieid 
District. Mr. McBryde lives in Pennsylvania, 
but for several weeks has been traveling 
around the country Interviewing the different 
unions and colliers on the management of 
the different companies =/ relative to 
the rate of wages aid the miners 
in different parts of the United States. His 
object in coming to St. Louis was to see Mr. 
Simpson, General Manager of the Consoli- 
dated Coal Co., and to talk over the situation 
with him. He was interviewed by a Posr. 
DISPATCH reporter this afternoon and gave 
his views on the situation. 

Mr. McBryde is asiender, Ape man, about 
45 years of age. His face is full of bine powder 
marks, evidently caused by the premature 
explesion of a biast,and a number of the spots 
are piainiy visible in his eyes. He has a 
genial face, and although he worked thirty 
years in the mines, is evidently educated to a 
considerable extent.

The increase we ask ‘for 
would make a difference of from 15 to 20 cents 
per day In the men’s wages. They now make 
from $1.50 to $2.25 per day, but the 
trouble is that all mines don’t run 
the whole year and the men cannot 
make such wages right along. The contract 
which the men have with the consolidated 
company is very embarrassing to us, but we 
do not consider such an agreement acontract, 
as it is all one sided. The com- 
pany says to the men: ‘If you 
want to work for us sign this contract. That 
is all one-sided, and if necessary it will be 
broken. Wemake ita pointto try and ob- 
serve all our contracts, but I am afraid 
that this one will be an ex- 
ception to the rule. We will 
not make any formal demand for the pres- 
ym, but some action will be taken in a short 
me,’’

READY FOR A STRIKE. 

**I should be very sorry to see one, but if it 
ie necessary, I shall be infavorofit. We 
have a defense fund, and the min- 
ers in the other districts will each 
contribute 25 cents every two weeks to help 
the strikers and keep them from want. I 
there will be no strike. This is a very poor 
hope time for the mine owners to get 
men as there are none to be 
had. The are even now advertising 
for men all the time, byt cannot get them. 
Never in the history of the country have they 
been so scarce before. The antagonism of 
the owners of mines towards the dicta- 
tion of committees from the workmen is 
rapidly dying out and such affairs are ami- 
cably discussed between empleyes and em- 
pioyers. Strikes are becom! very rare, be- 
cause of the effects of erbitration.’*

A CASE WHICH WILL SETTLE THE LIMITS 
OF EAST 8ST. LOUIS. 


The Question as to Whether er Not the 
Annexation of New Brighton Was Legal 
to Be Decided by the Appellate Court— 
City Ceurt Matters—Boelleville News of 
Interest. 


A case of great importance in its relation to 
the city of East St. Louis and the village of 
New Brighton is set for trial in the Appellate 
Court at Mount Vernon on the 9th of October. 
The case is one that involves a dispute as to 
the boundary line between the city and 
village, and has beside an important bearing 
on the city’s population. It has been in 
the courts for some time. It was once 
heard in the higher courts and was remanded 
to the East St. Louis City Court for a new 
trial. It was retried in the City Court at 
the last term and was decided in 
favor of East S8&t. Louis. The cooun- 
sel for the village again took an 
appeal, which brings the case before the 
appellate judges for the second time. The 
disputed territory involved in the case isa 
strip lying between Tenth and Twelfth 
streets and running north and south, It 
comprises the most thickly settled portion 


of New Brighton, and has in itself a popula- 

tion of about 800. Withont these 800 souls 

East St. Louis would have but a small margin 

over Belleville in point of population, 

according to the official census figures.

Too late to do anything, the operator remem- 
bered his duty and finding he could not pass 
the word upthelinein time, he telegraphed 
for a wrecking train and fied. He has not 
been seen since. Both trains came togetber 
at full speed. They met on a curve and 
neither train wasin sight of the other until 
they were within fifty yards of each other, 
No one had timeto jump. Nearly every man 
on the twotrains was killed. John Bucking- 
ham, engineer; Wm. Firestone, fireman, and 
B. F. Smith, a brakeman of train 23, were all 
horribly roasted and mangled. John Kemp 
of No. 28 will die from his injuries. Tom 
McCreary, a brakeman, was instantly killed. 
Geo. Stoneburner and Glen Bash, who were 
stealing a ride, were instantly Killed, Stone- 
burner’s body being picked up in fragments 
and put in a sack. Iwo unrecognizable 
bodies were found and are still unidentified. 
The cars and engines are a total loss. 


A Lineman’s Clese Call. 


New YORK, Sept. 29.—Lawrence Wilson, a 
lineman employed by the United States 
liluminating Co., was threatened with the fate 
of Lineman Kopp yesterday. About 38o’clock 


Wilson ascended apolein front of the Man- 
battan Eleetric Light Co.’s station, Avenue B 
and Eighth street, to repair a wire, and while 
so engaged he received ashock which threw 
him across several of the wires.

NATIONAL PRISON CONGRESS. 


ALeng Discussion onthe Report ef Ward- 
en Brush, 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 29.—There wasa long 
continued and earnest discussion of the re- 
port of Warden Brush in the National Prison 
Congress to-day. Mr. Brockway of Elmira 
was the onlyone who took issue with its 
propositions and he was answered by 
quite a number, inciuding Col. Chamber- 
lain of Connecticut, Mr. Dubbs of 


Massachusetts, Col. Dawson of Alabama. 
Mr. Auglin, Secretary of a COanadian 
Prison Commission, was called 
on tospeak onthe subject, but he excused 
himself as being not expert, but only an in- 
vestizator. He mentioned some of his exper- 
lence showing how difficult it was to get at the 
truth. He had visited the penitentiary at 
Columbus, and had been told that the parole 
system did not work satiafactorily because of 
the frequency of changes in management, and 
that for this reason the present warden had 
not the confidence of the board suflicientily 
for them to depend on him for suggestions in 
regard to paroling prisoners. Then the other 
day he heard Secretary Wines say that when 
be was there In January last the same state of 
affairs held with regard tothe former warden, 
and im addition to that he was told by Gen. 
Brouherboff that the Ohio parole system was 
doing admirable work. 

A letter has been received by membérs of 
the congress from Rev. Lyman Abbott of 
Brooklyn in which he says: 

‘*I believe it is the function of society not to 
avenge crime, but to redeem men from crime 
and that all punishment should be adjusted 
with primary reference to the reformation of 
the offender, because this is the best, quickest 
and cheapest way of protecting soelety.’’ 

The chaplains in attendance upon the con- 
gress have prepared resolutions especially 
commending those portions of President 
Hays’ opening address which set forth the 
theory that the community is responsible 
morally for the crimes committed in it; and 
also that portion of the address which pointed 
out the immediate relation between those who 
areon the topof the wheei of fortune and 
those whose lives are spent with little hope of 
temporal good.

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LOTTFRIES AND STATE LAW. 

Under existing Federal statutes the 
Postmaster-General cannot effectively 
interfere to stop the carrying of lottery 
tickets and lottery money by the express 
com panies, 

A fine of $150 for each offense is incurred 
by any private express for the carrying 
letters or packets by regular trips between 
places supplied with an established mail 
service. One section of the law also im- 
poses a fine of $50 of any person who sends 
a letter or packet by such conveyance. 

But all this is only to prevent express 
companies from diminishing the revenues 
of the Post-office, and another section of 
the law provides that letters or packages 
inclosed in stamped envelopes with suffi- 
cient postage to cover the post-office rate, 
may be carried otherwise than by mail. 

This legalizes the carrying by express 
companies of any properly stamped pack- 
ages. The authority expressly conferred 
on the Postmaster-General to suspend

The Sell in the Seuthwest Too Wet fer Plow- 
ing—Reports From Counties. 


The Weather-Crop Bulletin of the Missour! 
State Board of Agriculture forthe week end- 
ing Sept. 26 says: ‘*The rain-fall has been 
normal in thé northern half of thé State, and 
above the nofinal in the southern half. In 
portions of the southwest section ithas been 
excessive, while in Lewis and Shelby 
in the northeast it has been be- 
low the normal.

The sun- 
shine has been below the normal in ail sec- 
tions. 

The soll in the southern part of the State is 
generaliy too wetfuor plowing, whilein thé 
nofthern halt it is poewens mn good condi- 
tion. Thedry portion of the northeast sec- 
tion has had light rains, so that wheat can bé 
sown, but stock water is still scarce. 

The cloudy wet weather has not been favor- 
able to the late corti. In the southeastern 
section, owing to the wét spring, much of the 
eern le late and it needs warm sunshitie to 
mature it. Young wheat and pastures are 
doing finely.

DIVERGENT T VIEWS. 


LOCAL BUSINESS MEN DIFFER AS TO THE 
EFFECTS OF THE TARIFF BILL 


es 


Mr. Dan Negent Fears That It Will Lead to 


a Great Stringency in the Money Market 
and Probabiy to a Patic—Mesérs. DW. 
Grawford avd Gentiles Take a Mere 
Hopeful View. 


The McKinley tariff bill was sent to the Sen- 
ate this afternoon by the Conference Cem- 
mittee forthe final decision of that legislative 
body on that very important document. The 
article in yesterday's SUNDAY POST -DISPATOR, 
giving the viers of merchants on the subject, 
was read with the greatest § inter- 
est by thousands of people in 
every class and condition of society. 
The discussions of the bill by the business 
men of St. Louis, a& published by the Post- 
DISPATCH, show that the opinions as to the 
outcome of the Dill aré greatly varied, and 
coming from men who have carefully studied 
the merits and defects of the Dill, 
proves that time alone can render 
a décision as to the wuliltimate re- 
sults. The interest in the discussion 
has reached sueh a pitch that everyone has 
formed a conclusive opinion as to the effeets, 
although they are of a varied character. The 
interviews on the subject as published to-day 
illustrate the different opinions of leading 
business men. 

MR. NUGENT FEARS A PANIC. 

Mr. D. Nugent was seen by a Post- DISPATCH 
manand when asked as tothe probabie re- 
sults of the increased tariff he said: 

‘*Tnere is no doubt in my mind but that the 
prices of the lower class of imported goods 
will bé advanced the mest and this will put 
the burden of the bill upon the poorer classés. 
My opinion i6 that it will curtail 
business to a certain extent. When 


goods are cheap the workingmén will 
buy more, as there are more goods used when 
they are cheap than when they are high. The 
wages of the Workingmen muét te increased 
in orderto offset the raise in the price of 
goods. They ha¥e so much to spend each 
year for necessities. Of course their table 
comes fireat and I suppose dry goods come 
next. Ifthey have to payso much more for 
provisions they will nave to get along with 


fewer dry goods.

IN REGARD TO COLORS.| 


AN ANALYSIS OF PIGMENTARY COMBINA- 
’ TIONS. 


The Three Primary Colers and How to 
Combine Them to Produce Over Fifty 
Wifferent Effecta—Facts of Interest and 
Use to Painters and All Users of Colers. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The source of all color is light, as may read- 
fly be seen on callingto mind the colorless 
and almost indistinguishabie appearance of 
objectsina reom from which the light bas 
been nearly entirely exciuded. When the 


distinguish anything in the room; but, as it is 


the forms of objects; all ef which appear te 
be ofadark neutral tint; and at last, when 


permitted te illumine the apartment, every- 
thing appears in its own proper and pecul- 
far color. The great French chemist 
Michael Eugene Chevreul, who died within a 
pear or two atthe ripe age of 103 year ,termed 
his research inthe realms of colers as the 
Philosophy of natural phenomena. About all 
the Knowledge we posess in this vast {and 
beautiful field, says a recent writer in one of 
the technical journals of the day,is due to this 
grand old man. Chevreyl’s genius bas dem- 
@nstrated that the harmenies eof celers are 
attributable to immutable laws which he has 
revealed, and the certainty and fruitfulness 
of which he has demonstrated by calculation. 
There are but three primary colers generally 
recognuized—biue, red and yellow. These are 
called primary because they cannot be pro- 
duced by compounding any other colors. 
Then we have the secondaries—green, purple 
and orange. These are called secondaries 
because blue and yellow make green; red and 
biue, purple; red and yellow, orange. From 
theses we derive the tertiaries, olive, citrine 
and russet. Purple and green make oliye; 
orange and green,citrine; purple and orange, 
russet. Tiaus we have the three ciassifica- 


tions denotiag all.the ¢olers proper extant. 
From these are derived the hues, tints and 
shades. A hue is obtained by the con bina- 
tion of any of the primaries. 

' The hue may vary accerding to this pre- 


other. To obtain a ‘‘tint’’ we simply add 
white to any ef these celors, and te form a 
**shade’’ we add black er any of the dark 
“colors. Se, from the above, we bave the al- 
ane ofthe colores. The variety of tones, 
ints, huesor shades to be obtained from 
this alphabet are as kaleidoscopic in their 
ibilities as the alphabet of letters. The

prayer, writes a correspondent of the Park- 
ersburg (W. Va.) Index. It’s a plain square 
stene building with square tower, nothing 
attractive from the outside except its quaint- 
ness amd God’s acre adjoining it. But, 
upon entering it, the beautiful chancel 
windows, which are modern and of the 
famous Munich glass, the bigh square pews, 
no two alike, furnished with arm rests and 


little closets to keep the prayer books in, the 
mural tablets, the Queen Anne communion 
service, the old pulpit with its sounding 
board. The Book of Common Prayers, 1766, 
is just as clean and new as ever, so superior is 
the paper and binding. Communion table 
and chairs over 200 years old. Clock 103 
years old, set fiat in the organ  \Ioft, 
and, being wound regularly, never loses 
time. The sexton, Mr. Robert Hamilton 
Keer, bas held that "position for twenty-one 
years, and knows the chapel ‘‘from a. to 
izard,’’ and loves every spot in it. Through 
his courtesy I saw éverything in it, evento a 
notice taken from the register when ‘*Clark 
Hill paid for a gug whieh he broak.’’ He 
also showed how the electric lights were 
turned on, as well as the water for the organ; 
then raising the organ lid, he asked me to 
play. Trembling, I played ‘<Son of My Soul,’’ 
and I felt as ifl’a@ bad ‘‘an honor thrust 
upon me.’’ The organ is not very large, 
originally had two banks of keys, buta third 
has been added. It was selected by Handel, 
ana is 135 years old. It has agilt crown in the 
center mitres on eitherend, and ‘‘squres’ 
between. The first time Gen. Washington 
entered this church was in his youth when he 
came to announce to Gov. Shirley the death 
ofhisson. There is a bust of ‘‘Lady’’ Shirley 
which is, as she was, noted for its beauty. 
The burying ground is now disused, except- 
ing by the old families whohave een con- 
nected with the cengregation for centuries, 
who are allowed to use the vaults. We could 
have spent hours in this sacred spot.

ORIGIN. AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
VEILED PROPHE1’S PARADE, 


How the Idea of the Annual Celebratien 
Was Suggested, and Hew It Was Car- 
ried Out—Difiiculties That Were Met 
With, and Successfully Overcome—Work 
of the , Pioneers—Development ef the 


HE Veiled Prophet’s 
parade and ball has 
been so long a feature, 
in fact the feature, of 

-Fair Week, and has 
become so identified 
with the annual fal! 
festivities, that ig 
would be difficult for 
the average citizen to 
imagine what 8t. Louis 
would be like during 
the festiye season 
without the grand 
parade and the suc- 
ceeding ball. To those 
who first conceived 
the idea of the Veiled 
Prophet’s parade St. 
Louis owes a debt of 

gratitude only less than to those whose public 
spirit and generosity enabied the projectors 
of the Exposition to erect the magnificent 
building which is admittedly by far the finest 
of its kind in the country. 

AN ENTERPRISING MOVE. 

When the faea ofan annual display such as 
that given on the second Jay of Fair week was 
first suggested, it encountered no little eppo- 
sition, and it was predicted that the attempt 
would prove to be a failure. After the first 
display, however, no difficulties were en- 
countered, and it would beabold man whe 
would at the present time suggest 
tobe abandonment of the annual parade 
and ball. The Veiled Prophet’s parade 
is by no means an institution 
sanctified by antiquity, as it dates only from 
1878. There had at various times before that 
date been some desultory talk about adding 
te the attractions of the Fair by holding a 
large ball, and the Mard! Gras festivities at 
New Orleans had been mentioned as furnish- 
ing a model that might be adopted. 

THE PIONEERS. 

It was not, however, until the spring of 1878 
that any steps were taken, and to Mr. John G. 
Priest is due the credit of having originated 
the idea and placed it in tangible form. At the 
date mentioned Mr. Priest visited the 


MardiGras ceremonial, and was impreesed 
nt only by its attractiveness, but principally 
with the interest manifested in it not only by 
the citizens of New Orleans, but also by the 
fact that thousands from other cities and 
States visited the Crescent City to witness 
the pageant. On his return to this city be 
spoke to a number oi prominent business men 
as te the advisability of inaugurating a cele- 
bration simtiarin mature during Fair week. 
Many discouraged the idea, bellev- 
ing that the Mardi Gras pag- 
eant could not be duplicated in 
any other partof the country; and pointing 
to several melancholy failures as a proof of 
the correctness of their view of the matter. 
Many members of the Merchants’ Exchaarge, 
however, were favorably impressed with the 
arguments of Mr. Priest and at once a private 
meeting was called by George Bain, who was 
atthat time President of the Exchange, at 
which the pros and cons were discussed, and 
a decision was arrived at to at least try to add 
something similar to the Mardi Gras 
celebration to the festivities of Fair 
Week. Mr. Baim and Frank Gaiennie, ably 
assisted by many others, actively interested 
themselves in the project, obtained the sup- 
part of the merchants and public spirited 
citizens and seon organized asociety for the 
purpose of inaugurating a display. Tue idea 
of a grand bail came later, after the success 
of the parade was reasonably assured. There 
was a great deal of discussion as to what 
namesbould be adopted, but finally it was 
determined that it would add interest to the 
new departure if a veil of mystery were 
thrown ever its membership, and it was de- 
termined to hold the celebration under the 
auspices of the Veiled Prophet of Khorassun, 
made famous in Moore’s ‘‘Lalla Rookh.’’ 
SEEKING AID FROM ABROAD. 
Asitwas latein the summer when an or- 
ganization was perfected there was not sufti- 
cient time to have figures and costumes made, 
and a deputation visited New Orleans forthe 
purpose of obtaining some of the parapher- 
nalia formerly used by those in charge of the 
MardiGras procession. The committee was 
successful in its mission, and early in 
September a miscellaneous collection of 
actual and mythical wild beasts, 
asort of papier mache menagerie, as well as 
mythelogical effigies, arrived in the city on an 
Anchor Line steamer and was housed ina 
cotton warehouse. A number of costumes of 
various kinds were also shipped, and prep- 
arations for the first purade were commenced. 
There was nota little difficulty in chuosing a 
subject, as it had to be selected with refer- 
ence to the materials on hand, and a‘ repeti- 
tion of anything that 
dispinyed at New Orleans had to be 
avoided. At length, after an inspection of 
the properties, the conciusion was arrived at

The 
resuit was a series of stanzas of great merit, 
thoroughly elucidating the floats in the pro- 
cession. Both thetimeand the money atthe 
disposal of those in charge was limited, and 
therefore no floats were builit, the wagons of 
the Transfer Co. being called into requi- 
sition. The subject of a ball had 
been discussed, but was well nigh aban- 
doned because of the impossibility of 
securing a proper hall. At this point the 
directors of the Merchants’ Exchange 
stepped in and tendered the use of their hall. 

This was grateiully accepted, and invitations 
were sent out. When those who were to take 
partin the parade assembled for rehearsal it 
was found that a great deal of work would be 
necessary to fit the costumes to the men, and 
it was therefore determined to fit the men to 
the costumes, which was done with remark- 
able success. 

SUBSEQUENT DISPLAYS. 

The parade Was a grand triumph, far exceed- 
Ing In popularity the most optimistic predic- 
tions of its warmest advocates, and after the 
close of the ball at the Merchants’ Exchange 
the continuance of this feature of Fair weex 
was assured. To those that have seen 
the magnificent parades that have taken 
place since. the rather haphazard 
pageant, made up of borrowed effigies and 
costumes, would appear poor enough, but 
considering the disadvantages of the situn- 
tion its success was remarkable, and reflected 
great credit on its munagement. In 1879 a 
permanent organization was founded, and it 
was decided to cut loage entirely from the New 
Orleans prototype, aru to make the annual 
pageant original inall its features. Under 
the able management of Frank Galiennie each 
display has excelled its predecessor. The 
work of preparation begine early 

the spring. A subject os 
chosen by a committee, and isis 
are atonce put to work designing floatB anda 
costumes. No expense is spared,as collections 
for the purpose are made without the small- 
est difficulty. Some of the costums are im- 
ported, but by far the greater part are de- 
signed and executed by home talent. In 1879 
the subject selected was the Progress of Nan, 
followed in 1880 by Helios the Sun God, and 
Odin the Norse God. In 1881 horticulture, 
insects and flowers were protrayed,and in 
the customs and costumes of 
nations. In 1883 the 
views of Fairyland. In

sented, and In the following year scenes from 
the ‘*Arabian Nights.’’

It would be impossible te netice ‘*The Old 
Homestead’’ without referring to the scent of 
new mowr hay.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 29.—The session 
ef Congress just closing bas been prolific in 
investigations made bythe House. A num- 
ber of these were sensational in their char- 
acter by reason both ef the charges made and 
of the exciting incidents that eccurred during 
their progress. The prominence of the per- 
sons involved made someof the investiga- 
tions unusually interesting, and the private 
and public affairs of men of national reputa- 
tions were frequently brought to light through 
this medium. The most interesting as well 
as the most sensational of the investigations 
was that concerning the Ohio ballot box 
forgeries. The names of prominent Con- 
gressmen, both Republicans and Democrats, 
had been signed to a subscription list for 
stock in a patent ballot-box company, a bill 
for the benefit of which was before Congress. 


sis Charges were circulated that these Congress- 


men were endeavoring to have passeda bill 
in which they were pecuniarily interested, 
and so openly were the charges made that 
Senator Sherman, Representatives McKinley, 
Butterworth and others demanded an invest!- 
gation of the matter by the House. The in- 
vestigation brouzht to the surface many in- 
teresting details concerning Ohio politicos ana 
proved conclusively that the names of the 
Congressmen who asked for the investiga- 
tion had been signed to the list by R. W. 
Wood, a Cincinnati mechanic of some skill in 
invention. The prominent parts played by 
ex-Gov. Foraker and Gov. Campbell in the 
investigation made it of great public interest. 
A report will be made by the committee at the 
next session. 
THE RAUM CASE. 

The investigation by another committee of 
the House into charges made by Representa- 
tive Cooper that Green B. Raum, the present 
Commissioner of Pensions, had favored a 
certain pension attorney and had promoted 
clerks in the Pension Bureau who purchased 
stock in a refrigerator company of which Gen. 
Raum was President, has just been concluded 
and areport will be made to the House at the 
next session. 

THE CLAYTON- BRECKENRIDGE CASE. 

The sensational murder of Col. John M. 
Clayton, just after he had served notice of 
contest on his opponent for Congress in the 
Second District of Arkansas, brought about 
the appointment of an investigating com- 
mittee, which went to Arkansas and madea 


report to the House recommending the un- 
seating of Mr. Breckenridge. The report was 
adopted by a party vote, the Democrats filing 
a minority report and voting against the 
recommendations of the majority. The re- 
port of the majority acquitted Mr. Brecken- 

ridge of any complicity in the assassination of 
his opponent. 

FAVORITI6M IN OFFICE. 

Charges that Civil Service Commissioner 
Lyman had promoted a relative in his oftice 
vaiter the latter had been-found guilty of ab- 
stracting examination papers from the files of 
the commission, brought about an investiga- 
tion of the whole civil service system Dy the 
House Committee on Civil Service. Mr. Ly- 
man was censured in the report of the com- 
mittee, but the report has not been adopted 
by the House. The committee is now engaged 
in an investigation of the workings of the 
civil service system, and will probably report 
at the next session. 

CASHIER SILCOTT. 

The defalcation of Cashier Silcott brought 
about an investigation of the accounts of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House, and as a re- 
sult the stolen money was reappropriated to 
pay the salaries of the members, and a rule 
adopted making the Sergeant- at- Arms the 
regularly authorized disbursing officer of the 
House. 

CORRUPT COURT PRACTICES. 

Charges made that corrupt practices were in 
vogue in many United States courts resulted 
in the appo‘ntment of a select committee, 
which visited Atlanta, Ga. ; Huntsville, Mont- 
gowmery, Mobile and Boston to investigate the 
allegations. This committe will continue its 
inquiry during the recess of Congress and 
report atthe next session. Sensational re- 
sults are expected. 

FORKIGN IMMIGRATION. 

A joint committee composed of members of 
the Seuate and House Committees on Immi- 
aration visited New York, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati and Detroitto obtain information 
on the foreign immigration and to investigate 
abuses of the immigration inspection system. 
The committee will go to the Pacitic Coast 
early in November to investigate violations of 
the Chinese immigration laws. 

HOUSE POSTMASTER WHEAT. 

Last week the House ordered an 
tion of charges affecting the integrity of the 
Postmaster of the House, Mr. Wheat, and the 
inguiry has not yet been concluded. 

RECESS INVESTIGATIONS. 

Several committees of the House have been 
autborized to make inquiries during the re- 
cess into various subjects. One will go to 
Utah, New Mexicoana Arizona to ascertain 
whether these Territories are in a cendition 
to become States, and another will inquire 
into the progress of Government affairs con- 
nected with the World’s Fair at Chicago. 

SENATE SMELLING COMMITTEES. 

Several important committees ef the Senate 
were out last summer investigating subjects 
on which they were to make reports to Uon- 
gress, presumably atthis session. The select 
Committee on Pacific Railroads made an ex- 
tended teur ofthe West and after much de- 
liberation reported tothe Senate a bill to 
fund the debt of the Union and Central Pacific 
roads. The billis stilionthe Senate caien- 
dar. The Senate Committee on Indian Affairs 
made a trip to Alaska, but no reportof the 
results of the excursion has yet been made. 
The select Committee on  Transpor- 
tation of Meat Products took testimony 
ofan important character in several large 
cities and made an elaborate report, accein- 
panied by recommendations for muck neede 
legisiation governing the interstate shipme 
and exportation of meats. The select Com- 

mittee on Reiations with Canada visited the 
Pacific Coast last summer and duriag the 
recess of Congress in December last heid 
sessions in New York. ‘This committee may 
visit Chicago during the coming recess. It 
has made a preliminary report to Congress of 
the result of ite investigations. The Inter- 
state Commerce Committee has made a partial 
report on an investigation conducted iast 
summer into the influence ef Canadian rail- 
roads on railroad trafficin the United States.
